LONGEST-SERVING JUDGE 
ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT

Judge Gregory E. Milnes plans to do some traveling 
after 30 years' service on the bench 


ILLSBORO - Judge Gregory E. Milnes, Oregon's most sen- 

ior jurist, is resigning his seat on 
the Washington County bench effective 
at the end of the month. 

A reception honoring Milnes, who 
has been a Circuit Court judge in 
Hillsboro since 1969, was held Friday, 
March 12th, from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m. in the 
jury assembly room on the first floor of [if : 
the Washington County Courthouse. : 

Milnes took a medical leave of ab- 
sence last July for an undisclosed condi- ‘ 
tion, but ran on the November ballot - 
unopposed for the Position 4 judgeship, Greg. WIAGQ' 
giving him another six year term. Retired and visiting judges from 
around the state have rotated into his courtroom since last summer. 

"I'm feeling quite well now," Milnes said when contacted Tues- 
day at his Hillsboro home. 

He said he was retiring so he could travel with his wife Loretta, 
visit their grandchildren and "enjoy life." He has asked Wallace 
Carson, Oregon Supreme Court chief justice, to assign him as a 
Plan B judge so he can serve five weeks a year in courts around the 
state as needed. 

"I turned 60 a few days ago, so it's a reasonably good time to 
retire when I can still do things," Milnes said. 

Milnes began his Washington County law career in 1967 as a 
deputy district attorney. Gov. Tom McCall appointed him a district 
judge two years later, making him at the time the state's youngest 
judge. He was elected to the Circuit Court five years later and 
gravitated to family-law cases because he said he found them more 
rewarding. 

In 1998, the functions and duties of the District Court were 
combined with those of the Circuit Court. 

"He was an extraordinarily fine trial judge," Carson said. "He 
certainly has been a distinguished member of the bench and has 
served the people of the state well." 

Kitzhaber will appoint a judge to Milnes! position but possibly 
not until the summer because of the lengthy application and inter- 
view process. 

The Oregon State Bar has called for people interested in the 
position to submit applications by Tuesday. Ballots will be mailed 
to bar members in Washington County and must be returned by 
April 14. The results of the poll then will be sent to the governor's 
office. 

The Washington County Bar Association's judicial screening 
committee will look at the candidates and make a recommendation. 

Kitzhaber's appointee will serve until January 2001.

MORE FINES AND PRIVILEGE 
SUSPENSIONS

he FCC has accused two hams in the North-East of interfering 
with the operation of a Pennsylvania repeater and have issued 
both some very stiff fines. 

Commission personnel claim that they utilized mobile radio 
direction finding techniques to locate Michael Gallagher, 
KB3DHX, of Concord, Massachusetts, and Kornwell Chan, W3CI, 
of Dresher, Pennsylvania. The FCC alleges that both were mali- 
ciously interfering with the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club W3QV 
two meter repeater. 

The Commission says that their personnel from the Philadel- 
phia FCC office traced the radio transmissions on multiple occa- 
sions in February to a vehicle in Willow Grove and in Hatboro, 
Pennsylvania. Both licensees have been issued Notices of Appar- 
ent Liability for $7,500. 

The FCC has also suspended for 120 days the VHF and UHF 
operating privileges of Blake Jenkins, N6YSA, of Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia. Jenkins was listed as the primary control operator for the 
San Francisco area K7IJ repeater that the Commission ordered off 
the air two weeks ago. 

In a March 3rd letter to Jenkins, the FCC demands that he pro- 
vide detailed information concerning purported violations that took 
place over the K7IJ system while was allegedly in control of the 
system. 

The letter also alleges that since the operation of the K7IJ re- 
peater was discontinued, Jenkins has used his own Amateur Radio 
station to — and we quote — "solicit the jamming of other licensed 
repeaters in your area" — end quote. 

And in an unusual move the FCC letter also raises questions 
regarding a site on the world-wide-web ostensibly operated by Jen- 
kins. The FCC asserts that the site provides circuit descriptions of 
jamming devices and techniques. 

The FCC says that these are very serious issues and that they 
must be resolved in order to determine if N6YSA is qualified to 
retain his Amateur license. <>

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FCC SAYS NO FIRST AMENDMENT 
PROTECTION FOR RULES 
VIOLATORS

f you are one of those hams who feel that you can violate the 

Amateur Service rules and then get away with it by claiming the 
protection of the Constitutions' First Amendment, the FCC has a 
surprise for you. 

The agency's Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH says that the First 
Amendment is not going to protect rules violators in the Amateur 
Radio Service. The FCC attorney says that the two are not even 
remotely related. 

Hollingsworth: "It has nothing to do with the First Amend- 
ment. The First Amendment is alive and well and certainly does 
not need any help from Amateur Radio. 

Amateur Radio was not set up to enhance the First Amend- 
ment. If these groups keep it up, they will be on Internet chat lines 
in the future talking about how they pushed for First Amendment on 
ham radio. They will be asking whatever did happen to those ham 
frequencies? Who bought them at auction? What third world 
countries ended up using them for a national telephone system? 
This has nothing to do with the First Amendment and that is not the 
justification for Amateur Radio." 

Hollingsworth made that comment in his exclusive interview 
with RAIN Producer Hap Holly, KC9RP. In another area, 
Hollingsworth also says that the FCC is happy with the results of 
his two forays into on-the-air ham radio trouble spots. As a result, 
K4ZDH has decided to continue to show up unexpectedly on the 
air. Who knows, he might even become a part of your next QSO. 

Hollingsworth: "This on-the-air work will be done periodically. 
We are taking an in-your-face approach to clear up the problems 
and I am more than willing to do it." 

By now you may be wondering what other surprises the FCC 
and Hollingsworth have in store as they proceed with this ham radio 
cleanup. There are quite a few including the fact that inspectors 
can now accurately pin point any signal within a few feet even if 
they are monitoring from thousands of miles away. To find out 
more, we suggest that you again visit RAIN, the Radio Amateur 
Information Network at: www.rainreport.com.

AMATEUR RADIO SPECTRUM 
PROTECTION ACT OF1999 
INTRODUCED 


From the ARRI Letter 


[: round two in Congress for the Amateur Radio Spectrum Pro- 
tection Act. At the request of the ARRL, Rep Michael Bilirakis 
introduced the 1999 version of the proposed legislation, HR 783, 
on February 23. 

The bill is aimed at ensuring the availability of spectrum to 
Amateur Radio operators. It would protect existing Amateur Radio 
spectrum against reallocations to or sharing with other services un- 
less the FCC provides "equivalent replacement spectrum" else- 
where. 

Bilirakis, a Florida Republican, also sponsored last year's 
measure, which attracted upwards of 83 cosponsors on both sides of 
the aisle. Rep Frank Pallone Jr, a New Jersey Democrat, is the ini- 
tial cosponsor of the 1999 bill. 

ARRL Legislative and Public Affairs Manager Steve Mans- 
field, NIMZA, says the 1999 bill "is largely the same as last year's 
HR 3572." The major difference is that the 1999 version adds 
"Amateur Satellite Service" frequencies to "Amateur Radio Serv- 
ice" in detailing the frequencies that would be afforded protection 
under the act. 

Specifically, HR 783 would amend the Communications Act to 
require the FCC to provide "equivalent replacement spectrum" to 
Amateur Radio and the Amateur Satellite Service in the event of a 
reallocation of primary amateur allocations, any reduction in secon- 
dary amateur allocations, or "additional allocations within such 
bands that would substantially reduce the utility thereof" to ama- 
teurs. 

Mansfield said it's too soon to predict how HR 783 will fare in 
the new Congress, but said the fact that it has been introduced so 
early in the session "bodes well for our prospects." He said that a 
number of the cosponsors from last year already have indicated an 
interest in signing on again, "so I think we'll have a lot of support." 

Mansfield also hopes the bill can take advantage of a desire on 
the part of the House leadership to move a lot of legislation through 
this year. "I'm hoping our bill will get caught up in their enthusi- 
asm," he said.

The Blueback is clean and well lit inside, and tours are con- 
ducted by trained and knowledgeable guides who can answer just 
about any questions a civilian or non-sub sailor can ask. The pas- 
sageways (hallways) are narrow, and the hatches (doors) will slow 
you down, but any reasonably mobile person will not have a prob- 
lem getting around. The tour includes the main passageway, Radio 
Room, Control Room, Forward Torpedo Room, and the Engine 
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Room. Other areas such as berthing, Galley (kitchen), eating area, 
etc., are seen on the guided tour. If you've ever wanted to see the 
inside of a real sub, especially one that is fairly modern, this is the 
place to go. 

George did advise us that tour guides/radio operators are in 
short supply. If any Ham would like to become a tour guide, just 
contact George for further information. The requirements to be a 
guide or a radio op. are minimal, there is a training program, the 
demands on your time are small, and there are some benefits, 

Tours can be arranged by going to OMSI, but maybe we could 
talk George into giving some more interested hams a "no charge " 
tour later this year. Since George is a ham, he is very informed 
about the Radio Room activities, past and present.

RELIEVING Y2K WORRIES

H ere again, with the aim of relieving the Y2K worries, is an 
excerpt from the Century Book of Facts. The previous cen- 
tury, that is. 

Tobacco - The name tobacco is though by some to have been 
taken from Tobacco, a province of Yucatan; by others from To- 
bago, an island in the Caribbean Sea; and by still others from To- 
basco, in the Gulf of Florida. The plant, although it is asserted that 
the Chinese have used it from earliest times, was not introduced 
into Europe until after the discovery of America by Columbus. He 
first found it in use on the Island of San Domingo in the West In- 
dies. The Indian, among all the tribes from Peru to Upper Canada, 
smoked it in pipes. 

This seed of the plant was first introduced in Europe by Gon- 
zalo Hernandez de Oviedo, who took it to Spain and cultivated it 
for ornamental purposes; but its narcotic qualities were shortly af- 
terwards discovered and the practice of smoking it soon became 
general, and its manufacture into snuff followed in course of time. 

It was introduced in Italy and France in 1560 and was brought 
into the latter country by Jean Nicot, the French Ambassador to 
Portugal, in whose honor it received its botanical name Nicotiana, 
whence the name nicotine. 

The plant was introduced into England by Sir Walter Raleigh. 
It was along in the seventeenth century before it was known to be 
used in Asia, but the Oriental nations at the present time are proba- 
bly the greatest smokers in the world. 

Interesting; as early at 1900 the word narcotic was used in as- 
sociation with tobacco. <>

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FCC'S RILEY HOLLINGSWORTH 
VISITS ARRL HQ

fter six months as the FCC's top Amateur Radio enforcer, Ri- 

ley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, says he's pleased with the prog- 
ress he's made and the support he's received from the amateur com- 
munity. "I though it would take a year or two years to be at this 
point,” he told ARRL staff members March 17 during a visit to 
ARRL Headquarters. "We've had some very good enforcement 
luck." 

Amateur Radio enforcement has been "one of the few victories 
the Commission has been having these days," Hollingsworth said, 
and he doesn't expect the impending FCC restructuring — including 
creation of a new Enforcement Bureau — to affect its course or mo- 
mentum. At the same time, Hollingsworth expressed some concern 
that his efforts not be perceived as the FCC "gone crazy" on Ama- 
teur Radio enforcement. "I don't want people saying, 'This is too 
much government," he said. 

Hollingsworth said that enthusiasm for amateur enforcement 
has even spread to FCC field personnel, some of whom are hams 
and who now ask to be included in amateur cases. He pointed to a 
recent case of interference to a Pennsylvania repeater system that 
came out of an investigation at the field-office level. 

Calling Amateur Radio “a great natural resource," 
Hollingsworth said he felt privileged to be in his current enforce- 
ment role and was enjoying his work immensely. At this stage in 
the FCC's latest enforcement initiative, Hollingsworth says he's still 
making up for the FCC's "long period of neglect" of amateur en- 
forcement. But he said he also looks forward to the day when he's 
no longer needed. He also said he can appreciate the frustrations of 
the Amateur Auxiliary during the years of FCC enforcement neglect 
and he welcomes their cooperation in the future. 

In the weeks ahead, Hollingsworth said he hopes to turn his 
attention to such problems as the incursion of unlicensed operators 
on 10 meters — the so-called "freebanders" who often stray onto 
amateur frequencies — as well as the improper marketing of equip- 
ment to unlicensed individuals and examination fraud cases. He 
also plans to add some casual monitoring capabilities at his Gettys- 
burg office. "If they know that we're out there bandsurfing, it will 
help," he said. 

Hollingsworth said he's currently working about a month be- 
hind in replying and advised those contacting him to use either a 
letter or e-mail (rholling@fcc.gov) instead of the telephone. 

ARRL officials and staff members were quick to praise 
Hollingsworth's successes as well as his approach, which has been a 
combination of stern sanctions and "jawboning" with alleged of- 
fenders to resolve enforcement issues. As a result, he has not had to 
designate any amateur cases for hearings. "Few hams have the abil- 
ity to change the hobby radically," ARRL First Vice President 
Steve Mendelsohn, W2ML, told Hollingsworth. "We're real fond of 
you." ARRL Educational Services Manager Rosalie White, 
WAISTO, called Hollingsworth "a huge breath of fresh air" for 
ham radio. 

During his visit, Hollingsworth made a quick contact with an 
acquaintance on 20 meters from W1AW. He also had the rare op- 
portunity to wield the original Wouff Hong and Rettysnitch — the 
traditional symbols manufactured and invoked by "The Old Man" 
during the early years of the hobby to (Continued on page 7)

Combat poor operating practices. League officials expressed the 
hope that the experience would provide an additional boost to 
Hollingsworth's present-day enforcement efforts. <>

VHF BEACONS

or the VHF Dxer. a beacon transmitter is a light shining in the 

darkness. Some are put up and maintained by volunteers as a 
guidepost to let others know when a given band is ‘open’ to areas 
where that band is not normally heard. Others are commercial op- 
erations outside the Ham spectrum ‘but close enough to it so as to 
be usable a indicators to radio amateurs 

This month we spotlight several beacon systems of interest to 
the VHF and UHF Ham community. Let's start in the Southeast, 
where N4SW reports that he has a pair of beacons operational us- 
ing the call sign NS4W/B. Both are located in. grid-square 
EM76vj, near Lfollette TN, at an elevation of 3000' MSL. This site 
has an excellent view of northwest, north, northeast, east, southeast 
and south, but is somewhat shaded to the southwest and west. 

The 6-meter system is on 50.070 MHz, CW, running about 
1/3W to horizontal dipole facing north/south. The 1 1/4-meter bea- 
con can be found on 222.070 MHz, CW, running 3 watts to hori- 
zontal omni antenna. The message on both reads ‘de ns4w/b. 
em76vj in Tennessee" followed by a two-second pause and a five- 
second tone. It then pauses for -three seconds and repeats. 

Brandon Anderson tells us about his N8SPUM 6M beacon that 
is on 50,067 MHz. It's now active from Ishpeming, MI, with an 
output power of 1 watt into a 4-element yagi pointed North. His e- 
mail address is n83pum@juno.com. 

From Robert Homuth, KB7AQD, comes word of an excellent 
propagation beacon from South America for 10M and 6M propaga- 
tion. Robert suggests listening daily for "CVH20' on 31.350 MHz. 
It appears to be a commercial transmitter with a female announcer 
speaking spanish. 

According to Robert, the transmission originates in Montevi- 
deo, Uruguay, and runs 100W to a rooftop dipole array. The an- 
tenna site is actually on a skyscraper on top of a mountain peak. <>
